Mr.  Earl  Sandu.sky,  of  the  In¬ 
dustrial  Heating  and  Plumbing 
Co.,  is  In  charge  of  installing  the 
now  steam  radiators.  He  reports 
that  the  west  section  of  the  build¬ 
ing  should  be  completed  In  three 
to  four  weeks. 

To  Assure  Comfort 

Individual  control  Is  one  of  tlie 
important  features  of  the  new 
radiators.  To  assure  constant 
comfortable  temperatures  all  the 
units  will  be  part  of  six  different 
zones.  These  zones  will  be  con¬ 
trolled. 'thermostatically  within  a 
pro-determined  range. 

Multi-flow  heating  units,  such 
as  the  new  radiators  are.  dis¬ 
sipate  heat  with  the  circulation  of 
air.  Tire  circular  travel  of  air 
through  the  copper  colls  with  alu¬ 
minum  fins  allow.s  a  much  more 
even  distribution  of  heat.  Ap¬ 
proximately  thirty  seconds  Is  re¬ 
quired  for  the  new  units  to  reach 
the  desired  temperature,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Mr.  Sandusky.  This  speed 
contrasts  greatly  with  that  of  tlie 
pid  radiators. 

Appreciates  Cooperation 

Mr.  Sandusky  Is  grateful  to  tlie 
faculty  for  the  cooperation  his  men 
have  received  while  working  in 
the  cla.ssroonis  and  around  the 
building. 

As  the  new  healing  units  are  In¬ 
stalled,  the  old  ones  are  being 
di.smantled  and  taken  out  of  the 
building.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  roughly  21  tons  of  Iron  will 
bo  carried  away  In  the  process. 
The  new  units  are  about  ten  times 
lighter,  says  Mr.  Sandusky.
